Spction. II.— Special points M be incorporated In the orders/contracts or other¬ 
wise kept in view. 

(1) While placing orders/contracts which must be placed only on suppUers in 
_ UK(which expression includes the Channel Islands and the Isle of Man), the 

licensee must ensure by a provision in the .same tiiat the goods purchased are or 
111 be wholly or mainly produced or manufactured In the UK or, in the case of 
chemicals and allied products are duly declared to be of UK origin on the fono 
attached as Annexure 11(B). When the contracts alsp provide for works and ser¬ 
vices in connection with the purchase of such goods, it must similarly be enshreo 
, a suitable provision therein that such works and services are or will be provided 
y persons ordinarily resident of carrying a business in the UK. (It abould be 
-l-d that the supplier/contractor win have to sign a CJontract Certificate as pro¬ 
vided in Section III below, Indicating the non-UK content, if any, of the gocxls to 
_ supplied, or in the case of chemical^ and allied products, declare them to be of 
jK origin). If the non-UK Element is likely to exceed 10 per cent of the F.O.B. 
value of the contract, this should be brought to the notice of the Department ol 
Economic Affairs, the Controller of Aid Accounts, Jeevan Deep Building, 10, Parlia¬ 
ment Street, New particularly in those cases in which the contracts are upto 

£25,»X)0 in value and as such do not need the prior approval of the UK Oovem- 
ment and firm comml^ents should be entered into only if the Department of 
Economic Affairs agree! 

(2) In the case of contracts of value exceeding £26,000, a clause abould specifi¬ 
cally be tnclud^ In the contract to the effect that the contract is subject to and 
will become effective only on approval by the UK Government. 

(3) The documentation requirements mentioned in Section III and V below and 
-JO payment procedure IMd down in Section IV below should be kept In view and 
should be appropriately incorporated in the contract. 


Section III.—Contract Acceptance. 

Notification of contracts and amendments thereto. 

A. Cases where the contracts are for amounts exceeding f25.000 

(1) Within a fortnight of placing of orders, the licensee should forward four 
copies of Ihe contract or notification of contract (in the form attached as Annexure 
I) accompanied by five copies of the “contract certificate” [in the form attached as 
Annexure II or as Annexure 11(B)” as Is appropriate) duly signed by the supplier, 
to the Controller of Aid Accounts. Ministry of Finance Jeevan Deep Building 10. 
Parliament Street, New Delhi. 
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iN.B,—As no payments can be made unless the contract is duly approved by the 
V.K,. Government it is imperative for the licensee to ensure that copies of 
contract/notification of contract along with supplier’s contract certificate 
are forwarded to the Ministry cff Finance in the manner stated above at 
the earliest), 

(2) While forwarding the above docnments to Ihe Ministry of Finance it must 
be insured by the licensee that the number and date of the import licence and the 
name of the UK Credit are clearly noted in the documents. 

(3) The Ministry of Finance will arrange through the Chief Accounting Officer. 
High Commission of India, London to tile a .set of the documents with the UK Gov¬ 
ernment for obtaining their acceptance to the payment under the contract being 
made out of UK Credit. A.s soon as possible after the acceptance or non acceptance 
of the contract by the UK Government is obtained the UK supplier as well as the 
llceTi.see will be informed of the same direct by the Chief Accounting Oflffeer. 
High Commis.sion of India, London under advice to the Ministry of Finance. 

(U If at any time a contract (being a contract in respect of which acceptance 
of UK Government has been obtained or Is pending) is amended, or if Uaibllity is to 
be incurred thereunder to a greater amount than the amount specified In the 0001 - 
ract certificate, the licensee should promptly forward the relevant .supplementary or 
revised documents, copie.s of amendments to contract and "Contract Certificates" 
to the Ministry of Finance in order to enable them to notify the same to the UK 
Government for obtaining their acceptance. As soor) as acceptance to an amend¬ 
ment to the contract/order is obtained from the UK Government, the licensee and 
the Ministry of Finance will be notified by the High Commission of India, London 
in the same manner as for the original contract. 

(6) If, in any case, the contract is with the Indian Agent of the Foreign supp¬ 
lier, .'t should indicate the name of the UK supplier to whom payment is to be made 
for the sterling portion of the contract, which alone will qualify for payment under 
the loans. Copies of such contracts (or of contracts placed by Indian Agents with 
UK Suppliers, if there are such separate contracts) should be sent as prescribed 
abovT. 


B. Cases where the contracts are of a value upto f 25,000 

The UK Government approval is not required for such contracts. Within a 
fortnight of placing of order.s, the licensee should send four copies of the contract 
or Notification of Contract (Aimexure 1), accompanied by five copies of the 'Contract 
Certificate’ [in the form attached as Annexure II or Annexure 11(B) as is appro- 
priatel duly signed by the supplier to the Controller of Aid Accounts, Department 
of Economic Affairs. Ministry of Finance, .Teevan Deep Building, 10, Parliament 
Street, New Delhi. 

Skction JV,^Documents, copies of amendments to contract and revised Payment 
to TJK suppliers-letter of credit procedure. 

(T) (A) Where the value of the contract is upto £ 25.000 (and therefore the 
approval of the UK Government to the contract i.s not required), the licensee 
should apply to the Controller of Aid Accounts, ^onomic Aid Accounts Branch. 
Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, Jeevan Deep Building, 10, 
Parliament Street, New Delhi for a letter of authorisation (the request to be In 
the form given in Annexure III), to any of the nominated branches of the State 
Bank of India for opening a letter of credit in favour of the UK suppliers with 
One of the correspondent Banks In the UK. 

(B) Where the value of the c&ntract exceeds £ 26.000, the licensee should 
approach the Ministry of Finance (Department of Economic Affairs, Economic Aid 
Accounts Branch), New Delhi for a letter of authorisation In the above manner 
only after the acceptance of the contract by the UK Government has been intimat¬ 
ed by the High Commission of India, London, 

(2) If the application is found to be in order, the Ministry of Finance, Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs will Issue authorisation for the retmlsite amount to the 
Importer and the nominated branch of the State Bank of India. The Mini.stry of 
Finance will also advise the UK branch concerned and the Chief Accounting Officer, 
High Commission of India, IvOndon suitably. The advice to the UK Branch win. 
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however, be sent to the nominated branch of the State Bank of India ulongwlth 
their copy of the authorisation letter, who should then transmit it to the UK bank 
while opening the letter of credit. 


(3) The letter of credit should be opened within a month from the date of 
issue of the authorisation (under intimation to the Ministry of Finance) falling 
which the authorisation shall Lapse. The letter of credit should detail the con¬ 
ditions to which the licence is subject should provide for payments to the suppUer.s 
on the submission of all documents detailed in Section V. below, should contain 
adequate Instructions regarding the despatch of documents after payment, end 
.should be opened subject to the condition that the correspondent Bank In UK will, 
after making payments to the beneftciarles initialy out of their own funds obtain 
reimbursement from the State Bank of India, London through the Chief Account¬ 
ing Officer, High Commission of India London. The instructions from the nomi¬ 
nated branch of the State Bank of India regarding the opting of letter of credit 
must accord completely with the authorisation issued by the Ministry of Finance, 
There should be no discrepancies In any respect. 

(4) The letter of credit should clearly have the identification mark “Tl million" 
pound’’ allocation for NSIC under the UK/India Capital Investment Loan 1971 and 
shotlld contain the import licence number including the suffix “NSIC(71).’’ 


Section V — Documentation, 

(1) The Importer Is responsible to see that the UK Supplier completes and sub¬ 
mits the documents detailed below to the UK Bank at the time of claiming payment 
for the goods supplied. 

(1) The original invoice with four photo copies or copies by any other r'rocesfi. 
The invoice should ^how the name and address of the importer, quai^ 
tlty and detailed description of each item supplied, sales price for each 
item reflecting all trade discounts, the basis of delivery (C and F or 
CIF), and the sterling cost of any Incidental services Including deUvery 
services or marine or transportation, insutance. 

(ii) One copy (or photostat) of each or charter T»rty bill of lading or airway 
bill or parcel post receipt. (The Bill of Lading .shall indicate the 
carrier’s statement of charges in whatsoever currency it Is paid). 

(Hi) Four copies of the Payment Ortifleate in the form given In Anneimm IT 
[not required In respect of contracts for which a Contract Certmeate 
(Chemicals) in the form given in Annexure 11(B) has been providejy. 
For this purpose, five blank forms of the Payment Certificate In the 
prescribed form should be attached to the letter of credit for comple¬ 
tion by the supplier at the time of obtaining payment. 

Each document must show the loan number, details of Import licence, and If 
possible, the particulars of the letter of credit authorisation issued by 
the Ministry of Finance. 


(2) While opening Letters of Credits the authorised exchange bank in India will, 
on behalf of the Importer, take care to incorporate necessary conditions in the 
Letter of Credit to en.sure that the above requirements of documentation are noted 
and complied with by the UK Suppliers. 


(3) After payment Is made to the UK Supplier, the correspondent bank in the 
UK will send by air mall the original negotiable set of documents to the nominate 
branch of the State Bank of India concerned. (The Indian Bank wiU reimt the 
bank charges to the UK Government and recover the same from the importer). 
Simultaneously the UK Bank will claim the reimbursement of the aniounts paid 
by It to the suppliers from the Chief Accounting Officer, Hl^ Com^sslon pf 
lindon will submit for this purpose Invoices received f^ the suppHerg 
Payment Certificates as in Annexure TV where required. 

OfflSr, High Commission of India will arrange payments to the U.K. Bonk through 
the State Bank of India, London. 
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Section VI.—Indian Bank's responsibilitiex for iTipee deposits. 

(1) Within 7 days of the receipt of the advice of payment along with shipping 
^cuments from the UK correspondent bank, the nominated branch of the State 
Bank of India concerned shall collect from the Importer the cost of Import It 
rupees at the rate of Rs. 18.18 per £ 1.00 [see (4) beiOw] plus interest charges at 
6 per cent per annum for the period from the date of payment to UK suppliers by 
the UK bank to the date of deposit of the rupee equivalent. 

(2) The amount referred to above should be deposited by the nominated branch 
of the State Bank of India c-oncemed, to the credit of the Government of India In 
the Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi or the State Bank of India, Delhi or if this 
is not feasible should be remitted by means of Demand Draft drawn on and in 
favour of the State Bank of India. Tis Hazarl. Branch, Delhi. Thereafter, the 
treasury challan evidencing the deposit should be sent by registered post to the 
Controll^ of Aid Accounts, Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Aflalrs, 
Economic Aid Accounts Branch. Jeevan Deep Building, 10, Parliament Street, 
New Delhi indicating references to and enclosing copies of the invoices, shipping 
documents and the authori.sation of that Department to which the transaction 
relates. The nominated branch of the State Bank of India concerned shall also 
arrange to deposit in the same manner such additional amounts on account of 
service charges as may be demanded by the Government of India, within 7 days 
after such demand. The licensee should also All in in duplicate the form ‘S’ 
incorporated in Annexure II of the Public Notice No. lW-ITC(PN)/68, dated SAth 
August, 1958 and present the same to their Bank while arranging for rupee deposits 
in accordance with the procedure prescribed in the said Public Notice. 

(3) The amount including interest charges to be deposited to the Credit of the 
Government of India shall be creditable under the Head of Account “Section T. 
Deposits and Advances^—^Part II—Deposits—Deposits not bearing Interest—(c) Other 
Deposits Accounts—Civil Deposits—Deposits for purchases abroad from UK-Pur' 
cha.ses under UK-Loan—Purchase under the UK/India Capital Investment Loan, 
1971'NSIC Segment of million and the Accountant General Central Revenues, 
New Delhi shall be shown as the Accounts Officer who will adjust these credits. 

(4) The rate pi exchange viz. j-' 1. —^Rs. 18,8 mentioned above is the prevailing 
‘Composite’ rate of exchange and any change in the some will be notified as and 
when decided upen by the Government or India. 


Section VH .—Reports on the utilisation of the import licence. 

A monthly report, in the form attached in Annexure V showing the utilisation 
status of the licence, should be furnished by the 16th of each month to the Ministry 
of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, Economic Aid Accounts Branch, 
New Delhi with a copy to the Ministry of Industrial Development, Foreign Ex¬ 
change Credit Section, Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi. 


Skction VIII .—Miscellaneous instructions 


(1) Refund from UK supplier.'!. If any money is received by the licensee from 
the UK Suppliers or a guarantor (insurance company etc.j as a refund or in settle¬ 
ment of insurance claim or otherwise, such amounts should be refunded by the 
supplier to the concerned correspondent bank in the UK (from which the payment 
was initially made to the suppliers) with instructions to refund the amount 
immediately, in turn, to C.A.O. High Commission of India, London for crediting 
the loan Account. Alter the loan account Is so credited, an equivalent amount 
in rupees will be arranged to be refunded to the importer by the Ministry of 
Fhiance upon receipt of claim therefor from the importer. If any refund is 
received after the clearance of the loan, the same will have to be made by the 
supplier direct to the importer. 

As and when any such refund is received, a report thereof should also be made 
to the Ministry of Finance with a copy to the Ministry of Industrial Development, 
Foreign Exchange Section, Udyog Bhavan, New Delhi. 


(2) Notifying Suppliers of Special conditions .—The license should awrise the 
supplier of any special provisions in the import licence which may effect, the 
suppliers in carrying out the transaction. 
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(3) Disputes.—It should be understood that the Government of India will not 
undertake any responslbiUty for disputes, if any, that may arise between the 
licensee and the suppliers. 

(4) Future Instructions. —The Hcen.see shall pa-omptly comply with any directions. 
Instructions or orders issued by the Government regarding any and aU matt^ 
arising from or pertaining to the Import licence and for meeting all obligations 
under the credit agreement 

Breach or Viotationt Any breach or violation of conditions set forth in the above clauses 
will result in appropriate action under the Imports and Exports (Control) Act.

Subject.—I mports from U.S.A. and the newly eligible source countries under the 
U.S. AID Commodity Programme AssistuTice. 

No. 101-rrC(PN)/^l. —^Attention of the importers is invited to (1) Public Notice 
No. 94-ITC(PN)/68, dated the 12th June, 1969 governing Import licences granted 
under AID Loan No. 3B6-H-196 (2) PubUc Notice No. 17-ITCCPN)/Tl, dated the 
8 th February. 1971 as amended by fhrblic Notice No, 27-ITC(PN)/71, dated the 11th 
March, 1971. governing import licences granted under AID Loan No. 386-H-2()7, 
and Public Notice No. 181-ITC(PN)/69, dated the 14th November, 1999 govern¬ 
ing imports under AID Loan No, 200. 

2, One of the important conditions governing Import licences under the U,3. 
AID Commodity Programme Assistance, as set out in the above mentioned Public 
Notices, is that the importers should submit a Notice to U.S. Business covering the 
proposed procurement in the prescribed form to the Department of Industrial 
Development (AID Section) for arranging publication in the AID-financed Export 
Opportunities Circular (also known as the AID Small Business Circular) apd place 
orders only after giving consideration to offers received in response thereto until 
the bid closing date, If, for any reasons, such as the goods to be procured being 
proprietary to certain suppliers, the Notice to U.S. Business procedure cannot be 
complied with, the importers have to approach the Depth of Industrial Development 
and obtain a waiver thereof. 


3. The question of eliminating the Notice to U.S. Business procedure has beeni 
under consideration for some time in consultation with AID Washvngton. It has 
now been decided to waive this procedure with immediate effect. Consequently 
importers holding AID licences need not hereafter submit a Notice to U.b. Business 
or apply for a waiver thereof. AID. Washington have instead published a list of 
Indian importers (arranged commodtty-wlse) under the AID Programme to faciU- 
tato interested suppliers In tho U.S.A, and the newly eligible source countries to 
get in touch with Indian importers and submit offers. The list will be periodically 
revised and up dated by AID, Washington. 

4 While importers under the AID Programme will now no longer have to 
comply with the requirement of Notice to U.S. Business, they should dir^tly seek 
and ojjtaln sufficient number of competitive offers from suppliers in the U.S.A. and 
the newly eligible source countries and place orders only after jme con^ 

deration to these offers. Offers will be received m addition Independently from 
Interested suppliers on the basis oi the list of Indian importers pubii.shed by AID 
Washington. These offers mu.st particularly be given due consideration. Com¬ 
plaints from suppliers that their offers were not given due consideration, if foimd 
iustifled will result in appropriate action agaln.st the Importer cor^rned IncLding 
Insistence on compliance with the Notice to U.S. Business procedure for future 
Imports under the AID Programme. 

’i If offers arc not called from several sources, the onus of establishing the 
reasonabSs of tUs course of action will rest on the Importers. .Government 
reserve the right to call for details of the bids received and to examine the Justi¬ 
fication for placement of orders on the suppliers chosen. 

fl The general waiver of the Notice to U.S. Business procedure! anno^ced in 
ttooash Ne* Dslhi and ISM. Wiohangton wdl 
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continue to be governed by the formal competitive bid procedure. The State Trad¬ 
ing Corporation of India lAd., the Minerals & Metals Trading Corporation cf India 
l.td., the Hindustan Steel Ltd. and such othe;- agencies of the Government, 
entrusted with effecting bulk imports as canalisation agencies, will also, as before, 
be governed by the formal competitive bid procedure. 

7. Importers unable on their own to get in touch with likely U.S. suppliers may 
seek the assistance of the Commercial Offices in the various U.S. Consulates in 
the country. The U.S. Consulates in India maintain commercial libraries in 
New Delhi, Bombay, Madras and Calcutta. To locate possible suppliers in the 
newly eligible source countries, they may seek the assistance of the Indian Em¬ 
bassies concerned as well as that of the diplomatic Missions of these countries in 
India. If any importers are still unable to locate sources of supply, and prefer to 
Invite bids by publishing the proposed procurement In the AID-flnanced Export 
Opportunities Circular it is open to them to submit a Notice to U-S, Buglness to 
the Ministry of Industrial Development (AID Section) as before for necessary 
action. 

8 . The general waiver of the Notice to U.S. Business procedure announced 
herein comes into effect immediately. However, wherever Notices to U.S. Business 
submitted by Importers have been transmitted to AID, Washington for publication, 
quotations received in response to them must be given consideration as before. 

9. The Public Notices mentioned in para 1 hereof may be deemed to have been 
modified suitably by this Public Notice. 

10. Requests for clarifications in respect of the above announcement should be 
adddressed to the Ministry of Industrial Development (AID Section).

Subject.— West Coast Dock Strike in U.S.A. Revalidation of Import licences. 

No. 102-ITC(PN)y71.—It has been reported that shipment of goods from the 
West Coast of the United States of America has been delayed/affected following 
a dock strike commencing from 1st July, 1971. 

2. The question of revalldation of Import licences affected by the strike has been 
considered and It has been decided that import licences which expired on 30th 

June, 1971 including the usual thirty days grace period will be deemed to have 

been automatically revalidated upto 30th September, 1971 (e.xclusive of the thirty 
days grace period) until further Instructions, subject to the following conditions; — 

(i) The automatic revalldation announced above will be applicable only to 
ca.ses where shipments are scheduled to be made from the U.S. West 
Coa.st and limited to the extent of Letters of Credit already established 
or commitments already made for such shipments. 

(li) In the case of licences granted under the U.S.A. AID Non-Pyoiect Loans, 
the automatic revalldation announced above will be further limited 
to cases in which either the Letters of Credit opened are under AID 

Loans No. 386-H-207 or No. 388-H-212 or Family Planning Grant 

No, .38fl-H-601 or, if lmx>orts are under credit facilities, the order on 
the U.S. Suppliers has been placed on or after 1st January, 1970. 

,3. Licences need not be presented to the Licensing Authorities for revalldation. 
Clearance will bo allowed by the customs authorities automatically on the strength 
of this Public Notice. Holders of licences under the U.S. AID Non-Project Loans 
other than these Importing under credit facilities should, however, approach the 
Ministry of Finance (Depth of Economic Affairs) (Econopnlc Aid Accounts Section) 
for cor.-e spondlng extension in the validity of the authorisation letters for opening 
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letters of credit, with a letter, where necessary, from the bank which furnished 
the relative bank jfuarantee, extending the basic validity of the guarantee upto 
30th November, 1971
